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On 1 July 53 members of the Mukden Airfield ground-crew were transferred to 
Pyongyang® This number consisted of 5 Soviets 9 1A Japanese and 3^ Chinese® 

la mid-July approximately 200 Soviet^ trained Manchurian pilots were sent to 
South China cities® Approximately 50 pilots were sent to each of the following 
cities s Hanning# Yulia, Sv&tow and Canton* 

In early August the headquarters of the Chinese Communist Army instructed the 
Kwantung Military District Command to construct four Class A airfields In the 
following areas in east Kwangtungs 

a, Meilin ( 115-37* 2>33) - Wuhua (115-41*24-02) 

b« Fenghaungshan (116-37*23-59) - Fengshun ( 11 6-48 fc 23*56) 

c® Hsipa ( \& ) - Hoyuan ( 114-48 * 23-42) 

d. Hants ©-a (113-56*22-31) - Paoan ( 11>56, 22-32) 

These fields are to serve as refueling bases for jet planes and each will be 
equipped with underground fuel storage tanks® In addition the runways on all 
existing fields will be extended to 7*000 feet*

for another airfield at Meihsien (ll6»13* 24-18)

whom are 30 Soviet advisers. He was formerly adviser to the Kwangtung 
Hlver Defense Headquarters. 

e. K*o-aa^ko»fU«( t $ j L >» 'Eagineer, i9 senior Soviet adviser to the 
Hainan Island Mines Administration. Under him are 100 Soviet technicians 
with the responsibility for assisting the Chinese Communists develop the 
TUentu (ffl ) Iron Mines, in Hainan, and the phosphorus mines on the 
Paracel Islands. 
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
